“Obviously,” McLendon pointed 
out “this updated program called 
for a reorganization of school pol- 
icy.”

"Tuturama,” Progress 
Present Challenges 


The beginning of this semester marks the 47th year of 
Hinds Junior College's existence. Hinds was founded in 1917 
as part of a state?wide agricultural high school program to 
provide better opportunities for rural students. Today, in 
place of the high school is a two year liberal arts college 
and separate vocational technilogical division. 


The progress that has been made, particularly in the last 
decade is remarkable. Since 1958, Hinds has added a new 
science building with one of the largest observatories in the 
Deep South, three new dormitories, 15 faculty homes, a 
phys'cal education education plant for women, a 40,000 vol- 
ume library which includes a new art department and langu- 
age department, a 5150,000 IBM data processing curriculum 
(the only of its kind in the state), and most recently, the new 
Vo-Tech building located at the far end of the campus. 
(picture and story at right). 


All this is part of a program appropriately dubbed “Fut- 
urama”. This program of advanced construction and develop- 
ment promises. within the foreseeable future, a Student Un- 
ion building to be built on the site of the old vocational build- 
ings. This building will house offices of student publications 
and student government as well as a spacious grill and lounge, 
a small auditorium for club and government meetings, a 
recreational room and a lounge for day students. Also in the 
planning stages are two men's dormitories to be located be- 
hind Southside dormitory. 


Along with the development of the “Futurama” program, 
has come a change in the administrative program. This year, 
for the first time, Hinds has a Dean of Student Welfare to 
co-ordinate the activities of all students on campus. This 
position is one seldom found at the junior college level and 
is indicative of growth. One reason for the creation of this 
position is this year's record enrollment of freshmen. 800 
students are enterng Hinds this year for the first time. 


Of course, as always with growth and progress, there 
comes. a challenge -. a challenge to sophomores as well as 
to freshmen to uphold the reputation of Hinds Junior College. 


President McLendon jokingly said that perhaps the 
“Futurama” program might encourage better attendance 
and higher scholastic averages, but when you study that 
statement you find that there may be more truth to it than 
readily meets the eye. The “Futurama” program has placed 
Hinds among the top ranking junior colleges in the nation. 
This should cause us to want to make good.-scholastically in 
order to follow through, so to speak, with the school's reputa- 
tion. And as to the better attendance -- with the beautiful 
new air conditioned buildings and the better than average 
facilities, we should want to attend class. 


Yes, Hinds Junnor College presents a challenge to each 
and every one of us as students to put our best foot forward 
and make this schoo! year one that we will be proud of and 
can look back on as one of the best year's of our life.

The department has just completed moving into the new S400,000 “Technical- 
Trade Center”. Equipment in the building will value the facility at more than a mil- 
lion dollars. 


Walter H. Gibbes, Coordinator of Vocational-technical Education said, “Various 
study committees predict that over 600 trained workmen are needed annually in the 
state, and we are helping to fill that void. We already have more requests for workers 
for industry than we can fill.” 


Graduation from any of the non-academic vocational curriculums almost insures 
the student of immediate employment. 


"Because Mississippi is rapidly becoming industrialized, technicians are needed 
resperately to help build operate, maintain, service and sell today's complicated prod- 
ucts,” Gibbes said. 


The vocational and technical courses now offered are radio and television theory, 
repair and code, barbering, automotive mechanics, body and fender repairs, wood- 
working, mechanical drawing or engineering drafting, machine shop, refrigeration 
and air conditioning electric motor repairs, general electricity and wring, office mach- 
ines repair, airplane engine mechanics, and automotive machinist.

EAGLES HOLD 

With no room to manuever, the 
Eagles were forced to punt, and 
again the Rangers marched deep 
into Fagle territory and threaten- 
ed to score. Again they lost the ball 
on downs, and the Eagles forced 
their way up the field to gain a 
strong foothold. Halfback Wayne 
Sullivan then snagged a pass by 
Neely, who on the next play made 
a run around right end to score the 
first TD of the game, Sidney Holli- 
day kicked good for the extra point.

Freshmen Overshadow Sophomores5 


Total Enrollment Approaches 1700 


Registration closed this week, with the total enrollment, 
including academic, vocational and technical, and night students 


surpassing the 1700 mark. 

The figure broke all stand- 
ing records in all devisions of 
Hinds Junior College study, 
according to Hinds president 
George M. McLendon. 


Of the number, 1244 are aca- 
demic students, including 869 fresh- 
men and 350 sophomores. Of these 
97 per cent are from Mississippi 
counties with 82 per cent being 
from Hinds, Rankin, and Warren 
counties. 

According to Walter Gibbes, vo- 
cational - technical coordinator, 
about 300 are registered in his 
division. There are 188 vocational 
students and 126 technical students, 
including both day and night 
classes. 


NIGHT SCHOOL 


A total of 228 students have en- 
rolled for night courses. Of these, 
162 are academic and 68 are voca- 
tional studenfs. Dr. Robert M. 
Mayo said that “a few more are 
expected to register this week.” 


Nine students are from out-of- 
state, with Louisiana having the 
largest number, with thirteen. Ger- 
many, Venezuela, Lebanon, Salva- 
lor, and Portugal are represented 
on campus. 


Dormitory students number 654 
and there are 589 non-dormitory stu- 
dents, There are 735 boys and 484 
girls enrolled. 


September 21 was the last day 
for enrollment, changes in courses, 
and for dropping a course without 
a record of performance, accord- 
ing to registrar, Miss Mildred Her- 
rin. 

Miss Herrin said, “As a whole 
registration has gone smoothly, with 
the students being pleasant and co- 
operative.” 


SIZE PROBLEM 

“One of the biggest problems was 
students wanting Friday afternoon 
free. Another problem has been 
the size of classes. Because they 
are so large, there is no room to 
shift students,” Miss Herrin added. 

Miss Herrin said that “for the 
next ten years college enrollments 
are supposed to increase as the 
number of high school graduates in- 
crease.” 

Anather increase in erollment 
will be expected at Hinds when the 
Sang semester begins on January 


Already, the large enrollment 
has made it #ecessary to exclude 
sophomores from being required to 
attend chapel.

Portrays State In Art

People hurrying under umbrellas . . .

. quietly sympathetic studies of South- 
ern Negroes ... all these are portrayed in 
the art of William Hollinsworth, native 
Mississippian. 


One of the many Hollinsworth collec- 
tions will be shown in the display room 
of Hinds” Library beginning on Sunday 
afternoon, September 27 and running 
through October 16. 


“William Hollinsworth knew this world: 
his paintings will tell you how well. When 
you see examples of his work, you keep 
thinking of what he loved: the hour of 
the day, the day of the week, the month 
of the year, water: sky, the road going 
over the hill. Al] might have been a phen- 
omenon to his eyes -- all Mississippi,” 


"observed KEudora Welty, famous Mississip- 


pi writer. 


Louis R. Walsh, art instructor, believes 
that “within 100 years, Hollinsworth's 
work will probably be very famous.” 


Eudora Welty has said that the “accur- 
acy of his eye, turned on the home scene, 
is as marevlously reliable as that of an- 
other William in another line of work. The 
other William is, of course, Faulkner. Like 
Faulkner, “William Hollinsworth has the 
power of investing the trivial with that 
touch of transcendence which amounts to 
poetry.” 


The collection which will be shown here 
has been shown at the University of South- 
ern Mississippi, Mississippi College, and at 
Laurel, among other places. Only part of 
the collecton, which belongs to his wife, 
will be hung because it is so large. 


“The Neighbor”, one of the paintings 
exhibited in this show, was exhibited in a 
New York exhbit at Rockefeller Center. 


Hollinsworth spent a long time perfect- 
ing an oil painting, but water colors gave 
him no trouble. In one afternoon, he 
could go out to paint and return with two 


or three watercolor masterpieces. His 
stroke was so disciplined that he could 
express emotion with a single touch of 
the brush. 

Karl Wolfe has said that, “Never con- 
tent, he experimented constantly, and be- 
tween water colors tried numerous ways 
of seeing objects, new techniques, working 
with problems of organization, space, 
co'or, line, perfecting his craft as he went 
along.” 


At the time of William Hollinsworth's 
death, he had become one of the South's 
finest painters and Mississippi's greatest 
artist. Mississippi's living painters still 
acknowledge him as an unequaled master 
of watercolor and oil painting, have defer- 
ence for his work and for his genius. A 
master of technique with the eye of a poet, 
he could accurately record .feelings in- 
spired by the things he knew and the 
kaba he saw.

It was a night for the spectac- 
ular as Hinds” Eagles mauled 
the visiting Bears from South- 
west last Saturday by a score

Leading the scoring for the 
Eagles was fullback Sidney 
Holliday with twenty - one 
points: Howard Vickers, half- 
back, was next with twelve.

The Eagles started a drive at 
their own twenty and went to the 
Bear thirty-one, where they fumbled 
and nearly lost the ball. They re- 
tained possession and Neely con- 
nected with Danny Neely for the 
touchdown. Holliday's kick was 
good. 

It was then even ball until Vick- 
ers broke away from three tacklers 
and ran up the middle for another 
Hinds touchdown from the twenty- 
eight of Southwest with a minute 
and forty seconds left in the half.

Using the minds of children 
instead of adults, Golding 


creates a book that will make 
you stop and wonder, about 
not only yourself, but the 
human race as a whole. 

After a plane crash on a. unin- 
habited island with no adults sur- 
viving, a group of kids find them- 
selves faced with the task of sur- 
viving and being rescued from their 
peril. 

Immediately there is trouble as 
they go about the business of choos- 
ing a chief to rule and guide. The 
two boys after the job are Rialph 
and Jack. 

Divide Duties 

Ralph becomes chief and Jack is 
put in charge of the hunters by 
self-proclamation as a second 
choice: There is one boy who was 
left out of the race, Piggy, and it 
is he who adds fuel to the fire. 


At first there is togetherness in 
the running of things but the gap 
gradually widens between the two 
leaders, Ralph and Jack. Ralph 
wants to concentrate the work on 
building shelter and getting res- 
cued:, Jack wants to hunt for pigs 
and do nothing else. 

The split finally comes and they 
divide into two tribes. Jack's goes 
about the business of hunting and 
playing the part of savages while 
Ralph's continues as before. 

Insane Game 

In an insane game played by all 

of them, one of the boys is killed.

To Ralph it was murder but not to 
the sadistic mind of Jack who 
thought it was just the simple kill- 
ing of a pig. 

In time, open war takes place 
with the result of the whole island 
being set in flames and the boys 
being rescued. 

There is no telling what a human 
being will do when placed in the 
circumstances of which Golding 
writes, but if Lord of the Flies can 
be used as any sort of guide, then 
the evil, the sadistic, the instinct 
of survival, will take control and 
turn men into animals. 

Lord of the Flies explores the 
human mind in a manner that has 
never been done before and in 
such a shocking way that one can 
only stop and ask “Is the human 
race really this way?”

Hinds Faculty Studies Possibility 


Of “Programmed Instruction” Soon 


Will Hinds students be studying 
under “Programmed Instruction” 
in the near future? 

If actions follow the discussion, 
several Hinds departments may 
soon use programmed instruction 
as a teaching method. Faculty were 
introduced to ithe new concept 
Wednesday morning at faculty 
meeting. 

Program Explained 

Mrs. Marvin Riggs, head libra- 
rian, explained the (concept of 
“PI,” which is an educational tech- 
nique, involving programmed or 
sequence materials, verbal and 
symbolic. 

There are several approaches to 
using the system, which may make 
use of either a machine or books. 

One approach is a linear program 
in which the student has to con- 


struct his answer. 

Another is the “branching pro- 
gram,” in which students select a 
multiple choice answer. If he se- 
lects a wrong answer, he is given 
the reason he is wrong. If he is 
right, he proceeds to another ques- 
tion. 

Self-Pace 

Thus, an advantage of the pro- 
programmed instruction is that it 
is a “self-pace” program, the stu- 
dent proceeding at his own pace. 
The system is used extensively in 
business, industry, and the military. 

There has been a resurgence of 
interest in the method since 1954 
and the programs are housed in 
libraries across the country today. 

Hinds just might have an exten- 
sive program in the not-too-distant 
future,

“Here it is almost the end of the nine weeks and we have 
yet to have a senate meeting. 
It is understandable that the organization of a Student Gov- 


ernment is a time-consuming task, but it is even harder to or- 
ganize one from scratch, so to speak, as students did last year.

Poll Favors Goldwater Miller 


Results of the Mock Election held Monday by the Hindsonian 
were relased today, four days before the national elections. 

Final figures showed 90.670 of the total people voting were 
in favor of Goldwater-Miller. 

There were a total of 291 votes cast. The small number of 
people voting was probably due to confusion with which the 


“elections were organized. However, out of the 291, 271 were 
students, the other 20 were faculty members.. 


Johnson-Humphrey were favored higher among the faculty 
3070 of the faculty votes were cast for Johnson, 
while Goldwater-Miller received 7090. 
. Of the 271 students voting, only 21 were in favor of the 
Johnson- -Humphrey ticket.

Of How To Study”

We believe that one reason for the high inci- 
dence of failures of college students is that they 
do not know how to study. Yet, we are one of the 
first to recognize that there are no cut and dried 
rules or methods that guarantee success in learn- 
ing. However, we do believe if one would follow 
the suggestions listed below in regard to studying 
that he could improve. 

Be properly motivated. Have a long range 
goal. Get ready. Be mentally set for the task at 
hand. Study at a desk, not in bed or in an easy 
chair. Research has shown that slight muscular 
tension produces better results than being too 
relaxed. Have all materials within easy reach, 
proper lighting, etc. 

Have a definite time and place for your study- 
ing. Before beginning your work, get an idea of 
what the assignment is all about, Go over the 
assignment as a whole. x 

Be active, try to learn, and learn by doing. 
Try to recall the important points of the chapter 
and answers to your questions as soon after read- 
ing as possible and without prompting yourself 
with notes or looking at the book. Speak these 
answers aloud or discuss them with fellow stu- 
dents and, if time permits, write them out. This 
is precisely what you will be asked to do on the 
examination.

The fact that employers, graduate schools, draft 
boards, etc. make dAse of academic records is 
well established. Like it or not, the writers of 
this article know that the world measures all of 
us on the basis of our performance. The student's 
present records of performance are their aca- 
demic achievements at Hinds. A student's col- 
lege record will largely determine what type of 
position is available to him upon graduation. 

What is the primary reason that you are at 
Hinds Junior College? Is it to be a band member 
or Hi-Stepper? Football player or cheerleader? 
Important as they may be, these activities are 
secondary to the main purpose of your attendance 
here. Would we be too idealistic to suggest that 
your primary purpose at Hinds is to always be 
academically at your best and even distinguished 
above the rest? We think not. 


Parents, employers, graduate schools and yes 
--even college teachers are well aware of the fact 
that not all college students can produce an 
"A” in every course. Most teachers are interested 
in the best performance that you can produce, 
whatever this may be. 


Comprehend the material-study with the 
intent to remember. Review efficiently for quizzes 
and examinations. Do this often. Waiting until 
fhe night before tests and examinations is a poor 
method of studying. 

Fix the material in your memory. Learn what 
the important points are and devote more time 
to these. 

Have a clearly defined objective: that. is, vis- 
ualize howthis particular information will con- 
tribute something to you. 

Strive for accuracy in the elementary and 
early phases of a subject. 

Check your recalled knowledge against the 
original source. (lecture notes, textbooks, etc.) 

And finally, but not the least of these sug- 
gestions is that you learn how to study by study- 
ing.

has to do with the way we conduct ourselves as human beings.

Joel Poinsett, first American Min- 
ister to Mexico, brought it here in 
1836. The cherry tree, according 
to the well-known “Cherry Tree 
Carol,” bent its boughs so that the 
Virgin Mary could pluck its fruit. 


Do you know which settlers 
brought Santa Claus to the New 
World, and which three men creat- 
ed today's popular image of Santa 
Claus? Do you know who fixed the 
date of Christmas on December 25 
and in what century Christmas 
was first made a legal holiday? 


St. Nick Is Dutch 


The Dutch brought Sam Nicolass 
to the New World: later his name 
became Americanized to Santa 
Claus. Author. Washington Irving 
first described Santa as riding 
through the skies in a reindeer 
drawn sleigh, Clement C. Moore 
described Santa as fat and jolly, 


with a snowy beard, in his famous 
poem “A Visit From St. Nicholas.” 
Cartoonist Thomas Nast drew him 
that way. 

Pope Julius, about the year 349 
A.D., decreed that Christmas should 
henceforth be celebrated on De- 
cember 25 (some church officials 
had favored fixing the Savior's 
birthday in January or March). In 
the 6th century A.D. -- the year 
543 -- Christmas was made a legal 
holiday in Rome. But 100 years be- 
fore that, the Roman government 
had required all theaters to close 
on Christmas Day. 


One of the lesser known facts 
about Christmas is that it was 
once made illegal. The Puritans, in 
1659, passed a Massachusetts law 
making it a penal offense to cele- 
brate Christmas! 


Here's another poser for you. 
How has the organ contributed to 
the music of Christmas? The or- 
gan has been used in church wor- 
ship and Christmas song since 450 
A.D. (Spain was first to use it for 
Christian worship).

At Youth Congress 


John Patrick, John Grant Take Two 
Personal Awards At Annual Meeting

Two Hinds students, John Grant and John Patrick, both of 
Jackson, received personal awards at the 17th annual Youth 
Congress held at the State Capitol on December 11 and 12. 
Patrick was presented an award for Parliamentary pro- 
cedure, Grant for speaking from the Senate floor. Both awards 


were one .of seven offered to 
a field of seventy contenders. 


Other students attending the con- 
vention were Gary Burns, Walter 
Gray, and Jim Rheile. Mr. Fred L. 
Brooks, head of the speech depart- 
ment, accompanied the delegation 
and served as parliamentarian of 
the Congress. 

10 Bills Passed 


The Congress passed ten bills, in- 
cluding one which would abolish 
“reasonable interpretation of the 
Constitution as a requirement for 
voter qualification.”

Friday begins the Christmas 
Holidays for all students. Reg- 
ular classes will reconvene on 
January 4, 1965, at the regular 
time. 


Semester exams will be from 
January 18-22, 1965, during this 
time the campus will be under 
the rules of “dead week.”

The first semester ends on 
January 22, 1965, with the sec- 
ond beginning on January 25.

Mid-semester tests are sched- 
uled for March 22-26, 1965. Sec- 
ond semester exams will be 
given on May 24-28, 1965, and 
the second semester will end 
on May 28. 


Other bills passed were: a bill 
which .would protect individuals 
against legal action who render aid 
to persons involved in accidents, 
one which would establish equitable 
tax assessment practices for prop- 
erty owners, a bill to require all 
legislation to have a price tag at- 
tached when submitted. 


Encouragement of Oil 

A bill to accelerate, encourage, 
and increase the development and 
production of oil and gas in Mis- 
sissippi by process of unitization. 
Also one which would make inhu- 
mane treatment of infants and chil- 
dren a felony, a bill to require all 
counties in Mississippi to adopt a 
county unit system of road admin- 
istration, a bill to make the charge 
of arson include woods burning, 
one to provide for removal of names 
of deceased persons from registra- 
tion books, and a b.:' to separate 
sheriff and tax collector offices 
and allow the sheriff to succeed 
himself. 


When questioned about the con- 
vention Mr. Brooks said, “'I was 
well pleased with the convention 
and I think each of the students 
found it a very worthwhile experi- 
ence.”

Oriental Conception Of Christmas

What is usually thought of as 
the spirit of Christmas, which em- 
phasizes the religious and family 
aspects of the holiday is entirely 
absent in the land of the Rising 
Sun where Santa Claus, rechristen- 
ed Santa Kurosu, has become a 
symbol of the fervent commercial- 
ism now sweeping the country. 


With typical oriental zeal, the 
Japanese have adopted Santa as 
their own. But in doing so, they 
have transformed him into a con- 
temporary folk hero devoid of any 
association with the Christian cel- 
ebration. 


Where in the West, Santa is us- 
ually found in toy departments and 
at children's parties, Santa Kurosu 
is most often seen on city streets 
dispensing brochures of fly bills. 
Instead of the familiar bell and 
kettle, he carries a sandwich sign, 
often decorated with some adver- 
tising slogan, 


“No Minimum” 


Employed by nightclubs, coffee 
shops and stores rather than the 
Salvation Army, Japanese Santas 
joyfully proclaim such notices as 
“Club Whoopee” or “No Minimum.” 
It is not unusual to find old Kris 
Kringle bearing a sign with shop 
repair prices. 


But not every Japanese Santa is 
engaged in commercial pursuits:, a 
TV company once filmed a news- 
reel sequence at a neighborhood 
shrine complete with Santa. The 
children assembled, flute - music 
sounded, and out marched a Shinto 
Priest in full robes, followed by a 
slim Santa Kurosu who bowed deep- 
ly and then distributed candy to de- 
lighted youngsters. 


Although the God of Happiness 
depicted in Japanese and Chinese 
art has the ample girth that would 
make him a workable model for 
Santa Claus, Japanese Santas -- 
who are usually university stuednts 
-make do without the traditional 


paunch. Most Western tots, con- 
fronted with the Tokyo version of 
Santa, would dolefully conclude that 
their povial patron had fallen upon 
lean days indeed. 


Jap Santas Original 


In another respect, Japanese 
Santas are original. They don't van- 
ish on the morning of December 
26th. In fact, they often can be 
found in and around Tokyo right 
through New Year's. The old choral 
“The Twelve Days of Christmas,” 
applies nicely to Japan, where 12 
days is often the minimum. 


A visitor to Japan this month 
would be forgiven for mistakenly 
assuming that Christianity had sup- 
planted Buddhism and Shintoism 

. for the customary signs of 
Christmas are everywhere- on the 
streets, in shop windows, in news- 
papers and magazines, in the air 
with traditional Christmas Carols 
--but most of all in the spirit of 
good will and giving, personified 
by the Japanese Santa Kurosu.

The “presentation of the gar- 
ment” mentioned in the catalogue, 
is really a Fashion Show presented 
by the girls for the faculty and 
invited guests, However, much work 
is involved. 

First, a girl must choose her 
material (wool) and a -pattern 
which she would like to use. After 
the material is purchased, it must 


be pre-shrunk. This is done by 
soaking it in water and then drying 
it between two sheets, 


After the material is shrunk, and 
the grain, this is the angle of the 
thread, (they must be at 90 de- 
gree angles) is corrected, the pat- 
tern must then be altered to more 
or less fit the particular girl's 
figure. 


Following the grain of the cloth 
- the girls say they have to think 
on grain--the pattern of the gar- 


ment is transferred 'to the cloth. 
Not All Yet 

After this, you would think all 
there would remain would be to 
sew it together. Not so. The suit 
must again be fitted. “You have to 
take it up half a mile” says Susan 
Herron “and you begin to wish 
you had never started it.” Then 
it must be pressed. Pressing is 
different from ironing--when you 
press a material you use an up- 
and-down stroke so the grain isn't 
ruined. 


But finally, the garment passes 
the, inspection of Miss Robbie 
Duke's eagle eye, and the major 
part of the girl's task is over. Now. 
they only have to learn how to 
walk, sit, and stand in the dress, 
just as a professional model would. 

To the girls, it seems like a lot 
of hard work for nothing until they 
actually wear the clothes they, 
themselves have made, before an 
audience and listen to the compli- 
ments and comments of admira-- 
tion.

Kaymond Gets New Water Well 


Drilling has now commenced on a 
new water well for the citizens of 
Raymond, Mississippi. The well is 
on the Hinds Junior College cam- 
pus, adjacent to the water tank. 

The well is being drilled by the 
Layne Central Company and when 
completed, it will be an eight-inch 
well approximately 1200 feet deep 
and will produce a minimum of 500 
gallons per minute. 


Engineers predict that this well 
will produce an abundance of water 
for the town customers for many 
years. 


The drilling of this well and the 
construction of a sewage lagoon last 
year represents an investment of 
over 5100,000, all of which has been 
done without raising valuations or 
taxes and without a bond issue.

Three students who started the school 
year are no longer with us. Ralph McGraw, Charles Wilbur 
and Brooks Noble all died tragic deaths--Noble during the 
Christmas holidays.

The first, MicGraw, died in an automobile-truck crash, Wil- 
bur died of a gunshot wound: and Noble in a fireworks explosion. 


There was no need for any of these accidents if precautions 
had been observed --- a needless waste of human life! 

Last Friday, a child in Raymond was struck by an auto 
driven by a Hinds student---another possibly avoidable accident. 


It seems that a plague of accidents has descended upon 
the Hinds campus this semester. The total of fatal accidents 
during this semester has overshadowed the total for the last 
two years combined. 


“But, talking about the past will do no good whatsoever. 


The best thing for us to do is learn from the lesson these 
accidents have taught and exercise more caution during the 


next semester to keep the rate of accidents to a minimum.

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One million dollars will be needed 
to enlarge and improve Hinds Junior 
College facilities to meet the in- 
creasing demand of students, ac- 
cording to the studies of a nine-man 
study committee representing 
Hinds, Warren, Rankin and Clai- 
borne counties. 

Upon the recommendation of 
Hinds president G. M. McLendon, 
the committee was appointed 12 
weeks ago, headed by Dr. Robert 
M. Mayo, vice president of Hinds, 
to study both immediate and future 
expansion of Hinds” facilities. 

The study committee has an- 
nounced the results of the study 
and has made several recommenda- 
tions with attention given to the 
conditions of buildings in use and 
the functions for which additional 
space might be needed as the col- 
lege continues to grow in enroll- 
ment. 

Committee Asks 

The recommendations of the com- 
mittee are: the construction of a 
men's dormitory capable of hous- 
ing 300 men: that two college 
dorms, KEastside and Westside, be 
renovated and remodeled,: the con- 
struction of a new music building 
(Fine Arts Building): a new hos- 
pital, and additional housing for 
women. 

To carry out these recommenda- 
tions, the committee requested the 
availability of one million dollars 
to accomplish the needs.

Included in 
the new edifices are a boy's and 
girls dormitory, library, an addi- 
tion to the Science building, and a 
new  Vocational-Technical struc- 
ture. 

A new student Union building, and 
an Agricultural facility are slated 
for construction in 1965. 


Elkins Studies 


Hinds academic dean, Dr. Floyd 
Elkins, participated in a study 
which resulted in a county-by-county 
study of high school twelfth grade 
enrollments and the corresponding 


year's enrollment at Hinds Junior 
College. 

From data available for the past 
ten-year span enrollment, projec- 


tions were made for the next ten- 
year period of college growth and ” 


expansion. 

During the school year 1955-56, 
there were 559 full-time students 
enrolled at Hinds, while 2,022 stu- 
dents were enrolled in the twelfth 
grade for the previous two years. 
Studying the year, 1964-65, Hinds 
has 1,219 full-time students, with 
3,595 enrolled in the 12th grade in 
its four-county district. 

Studying the 10-year projection, 
the figures show that 2,204 full- 
time students will be at Hinds, com- 
pared to 5,509 in the 12th grade in 
the district.

Dr. Thomas Merson Tells 
Faculty Of J. C. Progress

Dr, Thomas Merson, assistant di- 
rector for commissions of the 
American Association of Junior 
Colleges, speaking to the Hinds 
faculty said “the rate of develop- 
ment of junior colleges is “breath- 
taking”.”

He particularly cited the need 
for more vocational-technical edu- 
cation. “There must be something 
to fill the man power demand 
brought about by man's rapid in- 
dustrial progress,” he said.

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No Cuts 


Policy Concerning Absenteeism 


“Absenteeism is strongly dis- 
couraged and there is no system 
of “cuts,” Academic Dean Floyd 
Elkins has announced. 

The new policy requires that 
faculty members report to the Aca- 
demic Dean any student whose ex- 
cessive absences are endangering 
his progress in any given course. 
The faculty member will determine 
how many absences are excessive. 


Will Take Action 

When the Dean receives an ex- 
cessive absences notice he will 
take whatever action he sees fit, 
but such action shall include in 
each case sending a notice to the 
student, the student's parents, and 
the student's instructor. 


A student will be dropped from 
a class or classes with an “F 
grade (coded on the transcrint, 
“Dropped, [Excessive Absences”), 
recorded on his permanent record 
for the following reasons: 

1. When the Academic Dean re- 
ceives a second “excessive ab- 
sence notice” from an instructor 
unless the student can furnish evi- 
dence to the Attendance Commit- 
tee that his excessive absences

Mayo said in answer to current 
doubts about his philosophy that 
“my stand on current issues of the 
moment are no secret to friends 
and colleagues, nor have I attempt- 
ed to impose them on anyone.” 


“As a citizen, I was opposed to 
the passage of the Civil Rights Act, 
the recent invasion of Mississippi 
by misguided and apparently con- 
fused college students, the attempt 
to unseat the Mississippi Congres- 
sional delegation, the seemingly fu- 


tile and endless war in Viet Nam, 
and the present senseless system of 
farm subsidies.” 


Mayo Philosophy 

“T am for strong local and state 
government, the separation of 
church and state, adequate sup- 
port of public education, the estab- 
lishment and improvement of vo- 
cational and technical training 
centers in the junior colleges of 
the state, the right-to-work law, 
curbs on the abuse of power by 
labor unions, and separate but 
equal educational facilities with 
special emphasis on the immediate 
establishment of junior colleges for 
Negroes.” 


“I am opposed to Communism, 
Fascism and any other foreign 
ideology that would take away the 
rights of our people to enjoy free- 
dom of speech, press, worship and 
assembly, and through the legiti- 
mate and responsible exercise of 
these basic rights, which we too 
often take for granted, to govern 
themselves.”

Hammy Gascon Introduces Two Bills, 


Telephone Bill Tabled For Reference

Four bills were passed and one was tabled for further 
research in the last Senate meeting Thursday. 
A senate resolution was also passed to determine the re- 
sults of a bill passed last year allowing late light permission as 
long as the permission is to be used for study. 


The bills were intorduced 
by four senators, John McRae, 
Hammy Gascon, Chich Man- 
gins, and Roger Nunley. 

More Telephones 

Gascon introduced two bills. One 
proposed the placement of wash- 
ing machines in the men's dormi- 
tories and the other recommended 
the placement of two telephones 
and booths in each dorm on cam- 
pus. The first bill passed, but the 
telephone bill was tabled. 

In his argument, Gascon ad- 
vanced the theory that with only 
11 phones serving some 800 people, 
there would be an average of 73 
people per each phone and in one 
day, each phone would have to be 
used approximately 11 hours to 
give everyone even 10 minutes 
each. 

Open Library 

Nunley introduced one which pass- 
ed. It was to provide later hours 
in the library and to open the 
library on Sunday. He argued that 
this would provide additional and 
badly needed facilities. The Lendon 
Player's senator attributed this 
need to the increased enrollment. 

Chick “Mangin, senator from 
Westside, introduced a proposal 
that bells and clocks on campus 
be repaired or replaced with some 
that will keep accurate time. She 
contended that this would insure 
students getting to class on time 
and eliminate much congestion in 
the halls. 

The senator from the Band, John 
McRae, introduced a bill to change 
the breakfast hours from the 6:30- 
7:15 period to the 7:00-7:45 period. 
This would eliminate a “dead hour” 


from 7:15-8:15 and would be more 
convenient for students. 
Three More Steps 

All of the bills were marked 
“effective immediately upon pas- 
sage” to insure the enforcement 
of said bills. 

In order to become laws, the 
bills must pass through three more 
branches of the Hinds Junior Col- 
lege governmental structure: first 
the student executive, second the 
judicial branch, and third, the ad- 
ministration.

Journalist Comments 


On Hinds Newspaper 


“One of the cleanest and easiest 
to read newspapers I've seen,” 
were the words of one of the 
South's foremost journalists, in 
commenting on the “Hindsonian.” 

Kenneth Toler, heralded by many 
as the undisputed Dean of Missis- 
sippi Political correspondents, is 
the chief of bureau in Jackson for 
the “Memphis Commercial 'Ap- 
peal.” He was recently interview- 
ed by two  “Hindsonian” . staff 
members, Johnny Harris and Den- 
nis Hayward. 

The purpose of the interview was 
to find Toler's opinion on the cam- 
pus paper, and to hear any sug- 
gestions which he might have for 
its improvement. 

Along with this information, the 
two staffers and sponsor, 
Sowell, Jr., received quite a bit of 
Mississippi's journalistic folklore. 

Toler, who has covered every 
Mississippi gubernatorial campaign 
since Theo G. Bilbo was elected in 
1927, has led many “crusades” in 
the state. He is credited with in- 
augurating the prison reform pro- 
gram during the late Goy. Paul B. 
Johnson, Sr.'s term of office, and 
the elimination of Mississippi's 
“marriage mills” as a “Gretna

--Photo by Ralph Sowell, 


Trustees Authorize Loan 


For Additional Buildings

President G. M. McLendon an- 
nounced Wednesday that the Board 
of Trustees of Hinds has authoriz- 
ed the school to borrow S125,000 
to complete the money needed to 
build the new Student Union build- 
ing. 


The amount will allow the col- 
lege to complete and equip the 
building as originally planned. The 
Board has the right and privilege 
to execute such authority on dis- 
cretion. 


State Money 


The State of Mississippi furnish- 
ed the initial 5250,000 to build the 
Union. 


Two other buildings are also in 
the planning, and money has been 
obtained. The structures will be 
for Agricultural Technology and 
Engine Mechanic Technology. 


Half of the funds for the two 
structures is furnished by the state, 
in keeping with Senate Bill 1587, 
which makes 51,700,000 available to 
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junior colleges for technical edu- 
cation. 
Hinds Matches 

Hinds is matching the amount 
out of revenue for campus expan- 
sion. 

The Kada facility will be 
located across the road from the 
campus, and the engine building 
will be close to the new Vo-Tech 
Center. The Engine Mechanic Tech- 
nology structure will include diesel 
study as well as the mechanics of 
automobiles and air planes.

Consider your temperament and person- 
ality as well, for your over-all social adjust- 
ment is crucial for success in any job. In 
fact, studies show that more jobs are lost 
because of inability to get along with fel- 
low workers and supervisors, lack of per- 
sistence and drive, and unfavorable atti- 
tudes than because of basic lack of apti- 
tude, skill, or knowledge. 

Choose a field of work that appeals to 
vou. With the courses offered at Hinds and 
the senior colleges, you can arrive at the 
best estimate you can make of your poten- 
tialities.

But, actually you can specialize 
and become a contract designer, deed 
searcher, tax specialist, labor expert, or a 
civil, criminal, or corporate specialist.

The test includes 100 questions, 
dealing with the individual's knowl- 
edge of the elections, the nation, 
the world, men in the news, busi- 
ness, science, and religion, sports, 
the arts, and milestones in his- 
tory. 

February is American History 
Month and the giving of the test 
is given in interest of making the 
student more aware of the events 
around him. 

Students who are taking Western 
Civilization or American History 
will take the test during a regular 
class period next week. Anyone 
not taking either of these classes 
is also eligible to take the test, 
by seeing Mr. Stricklin or some- 
one in the Social Science Depart- 
ment. The test will take approxi- 
mately 30 minutes to answer. 


Sowell, commenting on the con-

Of course we have Hollywood and 
the motion picture industry but in 
films one scene can be made over 
and over until it comes out right 
and then the film can be edited 
until it is good, this is not acting. 

We have our movie stars who 
appear in these films, but are they 
actors? 

Play World 
Take them out of their play world 


and put them on a stage in a role 
such as “Hamlet” and they would 
be lost, but not so the British 
actors, for they are raised in the 
theater where they become actors 
and not stars. 

England has such men as Rex 
Harrison, Richard Burton, Albert 
Finney, and Peter O'Toole while 
America offers as comparison to 
these actors such stars as John 
Wayne, Rock Hudson, Tony Curtis, 
and Marlon Brando. No, the latter 
cannot be compared to the former 
as actors as there is no compari- 
son. 

There are several reasons why 
England turns out actors and we 
merely turn out stars. England's 
theatrical history can be traced 
back to Shakespeare and further, 
while America can only go back 


50 or so years when Hollywood 
came into being. 
English Tradition 

It is this tradition of the the- 
ater in England that gives them so 
many actors. 

I am not criticizing American 
stars for not being actors, for they 
do all right in the field of movies 
which does require some acting, 
but as for serious acting America 
is on the losing side. 

The fault is not Hollywood's nor 
the star's but the American peo- 
ple's for not demanding something 
better and greater than a reel of 
film.

til the going gets tough, then a “little” government subsidy 
is all right. 


We, as free Americans, have a responsibility to fight the 
“gimme” pressure groups and the political “hand-outers”. We 
must challenge the philosophy that government can do every- 


thing for us and charge the bill to future generations of 
Americans. 


We must rededicate ourselves to preserving our free enter- 
prise system. Without free enterprise, our other precious free- 
doms are of little value.

In Senior College 


JC Students Eligible 
For ROTC Program 


Junior college students now have 
an opportunity to be commissioned 
as second lieutenants in the United 
States Army after only two years 
of on-campus ROTC training at a 
senior college. 


Under the new ROTC Vitalization 
Act of 1964 the requirements for a 
commission can be met in two 
years instead of the usual four. To 
take advantage of this opportunity 
a college graduate must attend a 
six-week basic summer camp after 
his sophomore year and then com- 
plete an advanced ROTC course 
in his junior and senior years. 


On Campus 


Contact Team from the ROTC 
will be on the Hinds campus March 
9. Individuals interested in the pro- 
gram will receive a short orienta- 
tion followed by a student quali- 
fication exam. This exam will last 
less than one hour. 

The final step for an interested 
individual will be an interview by 
a member of the Contact Team to 
determine the person's potential. 

Shortly after the test and inter- 
view the applicant will be noti- 
fied of his qualifieation. After fur- 


p 


ther physical and mental examina- 
tion the applicant will be notifed 
to attend basic summer camp. 


Pass Physical 


In addition to passing the men- 
tal and physical exaxms the ap- 
plicant must have applied for ad- 
mission to a 4-year college that 
would enable him to participate in 
the advanced course of ROTC. 

After completion of the require- 
ments the applicant will attend 
the six-week camp at Fort Knox, 
Kentucky from June 14 to July 23, 
1965. If his record merits it, a com- 
mission will be granted. 

Students who wish to participate 
in the ROTC program have a choice 
of nearly all of the senior colleges 
in the state. Ole Miss, Southern, 
and Mississivpi State all have ROTC 
units on campus. The program also 
applies to any colleges outside the 
state which carry the Reserve 
units. 

While a student is under the 
ROTC program, he receives a pay 
scale of 40 dollars a month plus 
cost of books and uniforms. 

Upon successful graduation from 
senior college, the student receives 
the rank of Second Lieutenant.

One of the biggest surprises 
of the year is “Mary Poppins” 
which copped 13 nominations. 
Following “Poppins” was “Bec- 
ket” and “My Fair Lady” with 
12 each. 


However, this was not the upset 
of the year. Julie Andrews getting 
a nomination for the best actress 
of the year and Audrey Hepburn 
not has caused considerable con- 
troversy. 


It is probably safe to say that 
Miss Andrews not getting the role 
of Eliza which she made on Broad- 
way and Miss Hepburn getting the 
role in the Warner Brotheers pro- 
duction of “Lady” probably had 
something to do with Miss Andrews 
receiving the nomination. 


Technically the nomination was 
given for “Mary Poppins” although 
her performance in “The American- 
ization of Emily” cannot be over- 
looked. 


Miss Andrews is one of 10 Brit- 
ish actors and actresses nominated 
for the top 20 awards. Only eight 
Americans are included. The other 
two are Italian and Greek. 

Four Britons are nominated for 
best actor--Richard Burton and 
Peter O'Toole in “Becket,” Rex 
Harrison in “My Fair Lady,” and 
Peter Sellers in “Strangelove””--to 
one American, Anthony Quinn, in 
“Zorba the Greek.” 

For best supporting actor the En- 
glish had three--Sir John Gielgud 
in “Becket,” Stanley Holloway in 
“My Fair Lady,” and Peter Ustinov 
in “Topkapi””--to two Americans, 
Edmund O'Brien in “Seven Days 
in May” and Lee Tracy in “The 
Best Man.” 


American actresses did a little 
better: Debbie Reynolds in “Un- 
sinkable Molly Brown,” Anne Ban- 
croft in “The Pumpkin KFater,” and 
Kim Stanley in “Seance On a Wet 
Afternoon,” all of these were for 
best actress. The other best actress 
nominee was Sophia Loren in “Mar- 
riage Italian Style.” 

Two of England's great ladies of 
the stage top the Best Supporting 
actress category--Gladys Cooper in 
“My Fair Lady” and Dame Edith 
Evans (nominated last year for 
“Tom Jbnes”) in “The Chalk Gar- 
dens.” Others nominated were 
Grayson Hall in “The Night of the 
Iguana,” and Agnes Moorehead in 
“Goodnight, Sweet Charlotte,” both 


American. 


The best picture of the year nom- 


inees are “Becket,” “My Fair 
Lady,” “Mary Poppins,” “Zorba 
the Greek,” and “Strangelove.” 


Directors nominated are Peter 


Glenville for “Becket,” Stanley Ku- 
brick for “Strangelove,” 
Stevenson for “Mary Poppins,” 
George Cukor for “My Fair Lady,” 
and Michael Cacoyannis for “Zor- 
ba the Greek.” 

Song nominees are “Chim Chim 
Cher-ee” from ““Poppins,” My 
Kind of Town” from “Robin and 
the Seven Hoods,” and the title 
songs from “Dear Heart,” “Hush, 
Hush Sweet Charlotte” and “Where 
Love Has Gone.” 

The oscars will be handed out 
on April 5 in Santa Monica Civic 
Auditorium.

(Questioned For Adequacy 


Three weeks ago, four bills and a resolution were passed 
in the senate of the Hinds Junior College ASB. These bills were 
duly voted upon and passed by a quorum of the senate. 

The meeting in which these bills were passed was the 


last meeting held by the senate to date. What is the purpose 
of having a senate if it is not going to meet? How can anything 


"be accomplished if nothing is ever done? 


In the constitution of the ASB, nothing is said about post- 
poning meetings for basketball games or talent shows as a mat- 
ter of fact there is no provision in the constitution which allows 
for postponement in any case. 


No one seems to know just where the trouble lies, but the 
result is evident -- the senate is rapidly becoming an ineffi- 
cient organization, undeserving of the name of Student Gov- 
ernment. 

The solution is evident, either disband the senate and 
pour the 'oundation for a new one or strengthen the one we 
now have into an organization capable of accomplishing some- 
thing. 

A suggested first step toward strengthening the senate 
might be a series of amendments to at least make some of the 
short cuts taken by ASB officials legal. The least of these not 
being an amendment giving the president the right to call or 
postpone a meeting at any time.

Startling Surprises About Teenagers 


Revealed In Nationwide Research 


Teenagers of today are blamed for many 
things, whether or not this blame is deserv- 
ed or not is open to question, but a recent 
survey shows some startling surprises. 

A well-known research firrm asked thou- 
sands o? high school teen-agers across the 
country, “In your opinion should industry 
be run by the government or privately 
operated?” 

More than half of the teen-agers thought 
that the nation's industries should be own- 
ed and operated by the government! Of 
the young people, questioned, 84 per cent 
considered patriotism unnecessary -- and 
40 per cent could name NO advantages of 
capitalism over communism. 

Such answers make it clear that among 
American teenagers there exists an open 
rejection of many of the values which adult 
society holds dear. The symbols of the old- 
er generation -- the rockets to the moon, 
the Polaris missiless the success of money, 
the power of position, the search for pres- 
tige -- have begun to lose their meaning. 

Many teens have rejected all responsibil- 
ity for “a world they did not make.” They 
have learned to rebel, to resist, to dissent, 


to go it alone. Their command posts are. 


street corners and sidewalks in front of 
selected drugstores and bowling alleys. 


. getting “kicks” -- 


Their activities are directed solely toward 
a fight, alcohol, sex, 
theit, drag races, and narcotics. 


Chief Judge Albert A. Woldman, of a 
Cleveland Juvenile Court, describes such 
teenagers as having “lost their way.” The 
shifting of academic requiremnts since the 
first Sputnik of 1957 has made school pres- 
sures intolerable to many, according to 
Judge Woldman. 


The unemployment problem for adoles- 
cents is also increasing because of the large 
number of “war babies” who are now 
reaching their late teens and looking for 
work. The teenage population, once a mi- 
nority group in this country, as swollen to 
we!l over 30 million. 


Any realistic effort to improve this con- 
dition will, of course, include the schools, 
but the schools alone cannot solve the 
problem. Nor can more parks and improv- 


ed recreation programs provide a final 
solution. 


The solution must come from the par- 
ents of the teenagers and the teenagers 
themselves. This may prove to be a trying 
experience. 

We, the students of Hinds, must take a 
long look at ourselves and decide if we 
fit the modern picture of a teenager, if so 
we must change.

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LIBRARY HIT 
BY DISASTER 


Disaster struck the Hinds Junior College campus last night 
as the G. M. McLendon Library was engulfed in an explosion 


which rocked the campus. 


At approximately 9:30 p. m. Wednesday, a tremor shook 


the Hinds campus followed by 
the thunderous shock wave of 
the blast leveling the #ive-year 
old library and shattering win- 
dows in surrounding buildings. 

Fortunately, no one was in the 
building at the time as it had clos- 
ed some thirty minutes earlier. 
However, members of the Hinison- 
ian staff. working late in the ad- 
jacent Public Relations Building 
were knocked unconscious for some 
time. 


The entire campus was roused 
by the explosion, and a crowd of 
several hundred students Band 
teachers gathered at the site of 
the demolished library. 


There was no fire, but the volun- 
teer fire department of Raymond 
was notified and by 11:00 p.m., they 
had all met and decided to go home. 

The cause of the explosion is still 
unknown, but the presence of a 
small, mushroom shaped cloud 
hanging over the crater where the 
building formerly stood gave rise 
to several conjectures. 


One theory was that unknown to 
campus maintenance crews, some 
sort of feedback through the waste 
material system of the Science 
Building had accumulated under 
the library and the combination of 
chemical elements used by the 
chemistry students had formed a 


highly destructive explosive.

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Keith Press Once Used By Sherman: 
Served As Hospital For Confederates 


One-hundred twenty years ago, 
a building was built in Raymond, 
Mississippi. 

The building, known now as Keith 
Press, could probably tell some 
interesting tales if it could speak. 
For instance, 100 years ago a gen- 
tleman by the name of William 
T. Sherman, a well known General 
of some obscure army, chose the 
building as his headquarters for a 
short while. 

Hospita! Conversion 

Also at this time, the building 
had been converted into a make- 
shift hospital for wounded Confed- 
erate soldiers held prisoners by 
Sherman's Yankee forces. 

An interesting legend tells that 
a Negro slave confided to a Yan- 
kee guard that there was a treas- 
ure hidden under the floor of the 
building. That night the - guard 
shie'ded himself with a blanket in 
the back of the building where the 
supposed treasure was hidden and 
chopped a hole in the floor, 


No Treasure 
No treasure was found by the 
disappointed guard, but the floor 
still bears the scars of the soldier's

chopping. The crude hole was never 
repaired, and it is now covered by 
one of the two large flat bed 
presses. 


The building has also seen serv- 
ice in other fields. It once served 
as a skating rink, and, before Keith 
Press moved there in 1925, a 
garage. 


Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Keith, Sr., 
began publishing the Hinds Coun- 
ty Gazette in that year, buying the 
newspaper from Manship and M. 
Ney Williams of Raymond. The 
paper had been founded in 1843 by 
Col. George W. Harper, an out- 
standing Whig, and it ranks second 
only to the Woodville Republican 
as the oldest newspaper in the state. 


Never Missed 

Thomas, Billy, and James Keith, 
owners of the plant, stated that, 
to their knowledge, the Gazette has 
never missed an issue. During 
World War II, Mrs. Blanche Keith, 
wife of Billy, was the main ““work- 
ing force,” setting the type on the 
Linotype machine, making up the 
pages, and running the presses. 

Today Keith Press prints more 
than 15 weekly and monthly news- 
papers and magazines, including, 
of course the “Hindsonian,” “Clin- 
ton News,” Millsaps “Purple and 
White,” and Murrah's “Hoofbeat.” 

The plant has in operation two 
Linotype machines, two large flat 
bed presses, two smaller letter 
presses, and two folders.

Activities Offered At Raymond Lake 
Varied, Popular This Time Of Year 


How many schools can boast of a thirty-. 


six acre lake, a nine hole golf course for a 
newly frimed golf team, plus a roomy 100Bk 
for eating and sleeping? 


Raymond lake, a very popular spot about 
this time of the year, was built in the late 
thirties by the WPA and was used then en- 
tirely for fishing. Of course there are still 
fish in the like, but most of the people who 
come to the lake prefer the ski boat to fishing 
type. 


Lodge Added 


The prersent lodge was added some years 
later by the Jackson Optimist Club who used 
it until 1948 as a boy's camp during the sum- 
mer months. 


Eventually, the lodge was turned over to 
Hinds county. In the early fifties, Mr. Mac 
saw the possibility of creating a recreatiinal 
area, not only for Hinds students, but for 
people of Hinds county as well. 


After the college secured the property, 
steps were made to provide an extensive im- 
provement program, and caretakers were 
hired for around the clock duty. 


Lake Drained 


According to F. C. Case, manager of the 
lake property, the lake was drained, then 
widened and cleaned to accommodate pleas- 
ure boating. A cyclone fence was placed 


around the lake entrance. Since 1955 the 
boat docks, bath house, beach and picnic areas 
have been added. 


The nine-hole golf course, which is be- 
coming more and more popular with Hinds 
students, was created in 1957: Jack Treloar, 
superintendent of the farm and physical plant, 
has been asked to srve as ciach for a Hinds 
golf team to compete with neighboring 
schools. Prospects seem good wtih team mem- 
bers who like to practice in January weather. 


Only 50c 


The charge for use of the course is only 
50c for visitors and Hinds students may play 
at no charge by presenting their ID cards. 


During the summer, the lake becomes one 


of the hottest spots (or should we say coolest) ” 


around the Jackson area. Hammy Gascon, 
lifeguard at the lake this past summer, said 
that on some days, as many as twenty to 
thirty boats were on the water. 


Of course, the golf course is open year- 
round as long as anyone is courageous enough 
to brave the elements, but the lake is not 
opened until April or May. President McLen- 
don said that, if the weather permitted, the 
lake would probably be open by April 10, 
and certainly by the first of May. 


Admission for the lake is 10c, but again, 
Hinds students may enter free. Admission for 
boats is 51.00.

The first, introduced by Ken 
Smith o: Southside Dorm, con- 
cerns the lack of ant“adequate 
drainage system which causes 
a flooding of the sidewalks from 
men's and women's dorms. Smith's 
proposal was that the school in- 
stall a permanent drainage system 
along the sidewalks in order to pro- 
tect students and at the same time 
lend to the appearance of the cam- 
pus. 


Freshman Dates 

Taffy Anderson, senator from 
Canterbury Club, introduced a bill 
to allow freshman girls who are 
now on the list of those allowed dat- 
ing privileges to have single dates 
rather than double dates as now 
stated. According to Taffy, this 
would eliminate the complaint from 
girls of no activity during the week, 
eliminate the inconvenience caused 
by double dates, and give more 


girls a chance to meet new friends. 

The senator from Circle K, Ken- 
dall Puckett, introduced the last 
bill uring the marking off of white 
or yellow lines for student and 
teacher parking places which are 
not at the present time marked.

No older musical comedies can compare with the continu- 


ing popularity of Gilbei 
quotations. 
skit are quick to borrow from 
the clipped wit and rhythm 
of Gilbert and Sullivan. 

Gilbert and Sullivan have 
become so associated with one au- 
thorship that most people have 
trouble remembering who was the 
libretist and who was the com- 
poser. 

Sir William “Schwenck Gilbert 
was the playwright and Sir Arthur 


Seymour Sullivan, the musician. 
Their greatest feat was to fit 
seemingly unsingable topsy-turvy 


phrases to melodious music. In this 
they were successful despite their 
diametrically (opposed personali- 
ties. 

Gilbert English 

Gilbert came from the middle- 
class English stock and was in gov- 
ernment service before he turned 
to full-time writing. Sullivan, son 
of a military bandmaster of Irish 
descent, grew up in London's cock- 
ney district of Lambreth. 

Gilbert did not know a note of 
music and was tone deaf. Sullivan 
at eight, played every kind of wind 
instrument in his father's band. 

Gilbert was tall, fair and digni- 
fied: Sullivan, plump, dark and 
bohemian. 

Both Successful 

Both men were successful before 

they met. Gilbert had become rich 
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rt and Sullivan. Their lyrcis have become 
Budding writers eager to put together : a sure fire 


by writing trashy ilalaan dramas, 
and famous by composing nonsense 
verse. Sullivan was a highly re- 
spected conductor of serious and 
sacred music. 

The man who brought the two 
together, Richard D'Oyly (Carte, 
was :a high-minded business and 
theatrical entrepreneur, The Savoy 
theatre he built in London was full 
of innovations: electric lights, fire 
extinguishers, free programs and 
whiskey. 

After 20 years of collaboration 
and ten successful operettas, the 
team broke up. The immediate 
cause was the cost of a carpet. 
Later a reconciliation was tried, 
but all later works were pale ani 
witless. 

Kidney Ailment 

Sullivan died in 1900 of an old 
kidney ailment at the age of 58. 
In 1911, Gilbert, 74 years old, lost 
his life trying to rescue a drown- 
ing girl on his estate. 

Even though their last years 
were spent apart, they will never 
be remembered apart. When “The 
Mikado,” “H.M.S. Pinafore,” or 
“The Pirates of Penzance” is men- 
tioned one will remember--no Gil- 
bert or Sllivan--but the immortal 
entity known as Gilbert and Sul- 
livan.

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Kaster Celebrated In Various Ways 


Though Faster is a universal holiday, it is 
celebrated in many different ways. Easter 
festivities in Mexico center around the de- 
struction of Judas. Effigies of Judas are 
hanged or burned on the day before Easter. 
In Florence, Italy, a rite preserved from the 
Middle Ages annually commemorates the 
passing of Lent and serves as an omen for 
the coming year. 

As thousands of natives and visitors watch, 
four white oxen draw an ornamented cart 
filled with explosives which at the proper 
moment are ignited. If the fireworks explode, 
great rejoicing follows, for this is believed 
to foretell an excellent harvest. 

The Dancing Sun 
The ancients also credited the sun with the 


ability to trin the light fantastic. The belief 


was that the sun, when rising on Easter morn 
dances in the heavens. It was only natural 
for the heathens at these festivals to follow 
the honored sun's lead and join.him in the 
dancing. 


Until the fourth century, Kaster was less 
a religious holiday than a continuation of 
ancient rites in honor of the coming of spring. 
Once you recognize most of our Faster cus- 
toms as carry-overs of these rituals, it isn't 
too hard to figure out the meaning of Kaster 


eggs. Eggs are a simple symbol for new life, 
and the giving and receiving of colored eggs 


signifies a wish for the brightest of new things 
in the year to come. 


The wearing of Easter bonnets and new 
clothes began in early celebrations honoring 
Eastre or Ostara, the German, or Teutonic, 
goddess of spring whose name we have given 
to the holiday. The Germans graited their 
heathen rites and customs celebrating the 
birth of spring onto the festival of the Resur- 


rection. Since Christ's resurrection and the 
rebirth of spring both symbolize the triumph 


of life over death, the meanings and customs 


of the two events intermingled. 

We also can thank the Teutons for the 
birth of spring onto the festival of the Resur- 
rection.

We also can thank the Teutons for the 
Easter rabbit. They believed that a bunny al- 
ways turned up to make the goddess Fastre 
a present of a brand new egg. 


In Other Lands 
Easter in England used to be known as the 
“Sunday of Joy” and was marked by tremen- 


dous feasts and parties as weli as the exchange 
of fancy gifts. On Easter morning every win- 


dow and door was left wide open so that the | 


magical Easter sun would penetrate and drive 
out evil spirits. Even the old hay was burn- 
ed, allowing the sun to sweeten and purify 
the ground. 


Lily Lore 
The lily blossomed as an Easter symbol of 
purity and light only 100 years ago. During 
the American Civil War the clergy chose 
Easter Sunday, with its promise of life eter- 
nal, as a fitting time to console those bereav- 


ed by battle. Special sermons were preached 
and altars were decorated profusely with flow- 


ers. For this purpose the Bermuda lily was 
used so widely that it became known as the 
Easter lily. 


An Faster without the inspired message of 
the Christ story would be no Kaster at all to 


most o: us. And an Easter without the tradi- 
tionai accompaniments of holiday finery, 


lilies, Easter seals and children's colored eggs 
seems unimaginable. The dour sages tell us 
that there's nothing new under the sun -- 
but under the Kaster sun, all things look won- 
derfu!, profoundly meaningful, and joyously 
new.

The candidate must also obtain a 
good conduct slip from the Dean 
of Men and gresent this slip to the 
election commission when he regis- 
ters with the commission on regis- 
trationday. 


The president must also be elec- 
ted before the end of his fresh- 
man year by both the freshman 
and sophomore classes. 


The qualifications for vice presi- 
dent are basically the same except 
the candidate must receive a good 
conduct slip from the Dean of 
Women and be elected by the Wo- 
men Student Association.

Urges Students 


To Investigate 


An increasing quantity of promo- 
tional material from foreign schools 
and colleges has prompted the 
Southern Association of Colleges 
and Schools to urge students to in- 
vestigate thoroughly foreign insti- 
tutions before enrolling. 


A Southern Association statement 
said some foreign colleges and 
schools are using high pressure 
tactics to sell programs of ques- 
tionable academic quality and have 
deceived American students and 
some college officials. 


Students planning to study abroad 
and who plan to transfer the credit 
to an American institution should 
first determine whether the college 
or university in the United States 
will accept the credits, the state- 
ment continued. 


Failure to check in advance the 
acceptability of courses offered by 
foreign institutions can easily re- 


sult in the loss of credits, it was. 


pointed out. 


The Southern Association, the ac- 
crediting agency for colleges and 
schools in 11 Southern states, also 


issued a similar warning to high 


school students planning to enroll 
in summer programs offered by 
foreign high schools. 


“This warning,” the statement 
said, “should not be considered a 
blanket indictment of foreign in- 
stitutions for many of these schools 


and colleges offer quality educa- 


tional programs.”
